Caden Jenkins, 259 E. Grand¬ 
view, Miss Jessie Dunning, 267 
W. Montecito, and several 
members of the Council. 

Mr. Esterman stated flatly 
that the county’s ordinances 
are unconstitutional in that 
“they seek in advance to re¬ 
strain free speech.” 

‘The law seeks to compel 
persons who hold unpopular 
views to come forth and pro¬ 
duce evidence against them¬ 
selves,” Mr. Esterman declar¬ 
ed. “Anything that attempts to 
compel uniformity of opinion 
is un-American. This country 
is great today only because 
there frequently has been lack 
of uniformity in opinion.” 

Councilman Noren Eaton cit¬ 
ed several court decisions sup¬ 
porting the legality of such 
laws, including the famous dis¬ 
senting opinion of Oliver Wen¬ 
dell Holmes in the U. S. vs. 
Schenk case—an opinion which 
established the “clear and pres¬ 
ent danger” rule for determin¬ 
ing where talk ends and overt - 
“acts” begin.

The final legal hurdle in Sierra Madre’s water diversion proj¬ 
ect was surpassed Friday, 

On that day, Pasadena Superior Court Judge Daniel N. Stevens 
approved the agreement between Sierra Madre and Arcadia 


which gives this city the right 
the East Raymond Basin into 
our spreading grounds. 

There were no protests at the 
court session Friday ,and pro¬ 
ceedings were completed in less 
than half an hour. 

“From a legal standpoint, 
work on the water spreading 
project may now proceed,” said 
City Attorney T. Guy Cornyn, 
who represented the city in the 
case. 

Mr. Cornyn said the county 
has assured Sierra Madre that 
the right-of-way for the pipe¬ 
line will be available by Oct. 
15. 

The court decision Friday 
represented a personal victory 
for Councilman Herman Barter 
who, during his 2% years in 
office, hat, spent the greater 
portion of his time pushing 
the water project.

Council Endorses 
Proposition No. 3 

The City Council Tuesday 
night adopted a resolution en¬ 
dorsing Propostion No. 3 in the 
Nov. 7 general election. 

The proposed measure calls 
for the revamping of the lower 
court system in the state of 
California. It would reduce the 
number of lower courts from 
eight to only two—a municipal 
court for cities of more than 
40,000 population, and a justice 
court for cities having popula¬ 
tions of less than 40,000. 

Just what the proposal would 
do to Sierra Madre’s city court 
is not immediately known, the 
Councilman admitted.

that are unpopular,” the con¬ 
gressional candidate replied. 

Mr. Sorenson stated that now 
is the time for “people to stand 
up and be counted.” 

“If I were a Communist, I 
would welcome the chance to 
be registered,” he declared. "If 
the law is unconstitutional, the 
courts will decide. But in the 
meantime, we are entitled to 
strive for our country’s protec¬ 
tion.” 

Mr. Porter paraphrased Presi¬ 
dent Truman’s veto of last 
week in that the laws could 
be used to supress the ex¬ 
pression of opinions which, at 
the moment, are unpopular. 

“As soon as you single out 
ideas and dam up the express¬ 
ion of ideas, you have under¬ 
mined the basis of democracy,” 

Mr. Porter said. “The basic vice 
of these laws are that they at¬ 
tack free speech, ideas, and 
programs, but no not attack 
overt acts.” 

Councilman Eaton asked Mr. 

Porter if he was interested in 
the laws from a personal or 
academic viewpoint, to which 
Mr. Porter replied, somewhat 
heatedly: 

“What you are trying to do 
is make me register involun¬ 
tarily. It is not your concern 
whether the laws have a per¬ 
sonal effect on me or not? The 
concept of being able to advo¬ 
cate any idea under the 
sun must be defended.” 

Mr. Sorenson asked whether 
the registration of communists 
prevented their expressing va¬ 
rious opinions. 

Mr. Esterman said that the LOCAL PUPILS 
Department of Justice has said 
that it will arrest and prose¬ 
cute Communist registrants. 

Dr. Gossard pointed out that 
the quicker the spread of Com¬ 
munism can be checked, the 
longer people will be able to 
live under the constitution. 

“The only people who ob¬ 
ject to the laws are Commun* 
ists or Communist sympath¬ 
izers,” said Mr. Jenkins. “Only 
those who are tied in closely 
with the party have something 
to hide.” 

Miss Dunning pointed out 
that although freedom is not 
complete here, in Russia, it is 
“dead and buried.” 

“We have heard fellow trav¬ 
elers tonight,” she declared. 

As the fireworks died, Mr. 

Eaton moved that the matter 
be postponed until a recom¬ 
mendation is received from the 
League of California Cities. The 
Council approved the motion 
and instructed City Attorney 
T. Guy Cornyn to draft a ten¬ 
tative ordinance for presenta¬ 
tion at the next meeting.
